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EFFECT UPON COMMERCE OF THE 
SPANISH COMPLICATIONS.

cancellation of orders for many lines of 
merchandise, bought for the Spring 
trade, though this has not affected the 
branches to which the Reporter is re- 
lated to the extent that is reported in 
some other departments, There have 
been in these trades numerous instances 
of requests to defer deliveries, but fewer 
cancellations than buyers of other 
classes of merchandise have felt com- 
pelled to make. Very few articles in 
these trades are directly affected by any 
change of our relations with Spain, the 
commerce between the two countries 
being of limited proportions, outside of 
our trade with the colonies. Our ex- 
ports to Spain average less than $10,000,- 
000 annually, of which amount three- 
quarters is for cotton, while our imports 
are less than $5,000,000 per annum. In- 
cluded in these totals are few items of 
importance to the Reporter’s constitu- 
ency, with the single exception of pe- 
troleum. Formerly Spain was a large 
buyer of American refined, but for the 
past fifteen years its purchases have 
been chiefly of crude, and have aver- 
aged about 15,000,000 gallons per an- 
num, One of our most important arti- 
cles of importation from Spain is cork- 
wood. The percentage of our commerce 
with other nations carried in American 
or Spanish bottoms small that 
there need be little interruption to our 
foreign trade except in the case of a 
blockade of American ports, of which 
there is no apparent danger except on 
paper.

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THE DECLINE IN FLAXSEED. 

The steadily downward tendency of 
flaxseed during the past month has ex- 
cited comment in some quarters, and 
yet to those who have carefully 
watched the course of events and noted 
the salient features of the situation 
there is really no cause for surprise. 
When market quotations approach a 
fictitious valuation, an ultimate reac- 
tion is inevitable, and its coming is 
only a question of time. In the pres- 
ent instance the decline has affected all 
deliveries, cash seed and futures alike 
and in about the same degree. Since 
March 1 the best grade of cash flax has 
fallen, at Chicago from $1.25% to $1.19. 
May has declined from $1.25 to $1.17%; 
August from $1.15 to $1.08%, and Sep- 
tember from $1.13 to $1.07%. It goes 
without saying that trading has been 
dull, inasmuch as the trend of prices 
indicates that the market had little 
support. There have been, it is true, 
sporadic rallies, but these served only 
io emphasize the succeeding decline. 
Various causes have been suggested by 
way of accounting for this deprecia- 
tion, among them being the freer of- 
ferings, induced by a persistent cir- 
culation of bear rumors, and a not un- 
natural desire to sell on a falling mar- 
ket, as well as the precipitation of seed 
carried on stop orders. Yhe depres- 
sion of foreign markets and sundry 
other causes equally plausible have 
also been advanced. 

It is possible, however, that the 
“true inwardness” of the decline is too 
patent to call for much explanation. 
There are to-day. in sight in the North- 
west, in round numbers, 2,000,000 bush- 
els of flaxseed. This estimate, of 
course, includes only public stocks. 
How much is carried in private bins or 
in its equivalent, oil, is a trade secret 
unknown to the uninitiated. It appears 
tolerably certain that between the seed 
in their bins and the oil in their tanks 
crushers feel no immediate necessity 
for buying flax for consumption. As 
to the expediency of keeping up the 
price of the raw material, that is some- 
thing altogether different, being mainly 
a question of policy. Nor is there ap- 
parent any good reason for any phe- 
nomenal speculative inquiry. Seed from 
the Southwest will come upon the mar- 
ket in July, and unless the miraculous 
occur before that date, Western ware- 
houses will even then be carrying lib- 
eral stocks of old seed, and of excel- 
lent quality. This large reserve, while 
it may not directly affect the price of 
new crop deliveries, can scarcely fail to 
operate as a check upon too rapid an 
advance, It is not surprising, therefore, 
to find buyers rather chary of taking 
these options and the speculative mar- 
ket correspondingly weak and dull. In 
view of the course of the market dur- 
ing the past twelve months it would 
be rash to attempt to predict what the 
next month may bring forth, but with 
ample stocks of both seed and oil on 
hand, and a dull, weak market for 
cake, it is not exactly clear why there 
should be any decided advance in seed 
during the present crop year.

CAMPHOR PROSPECTS. 


The season for the consumption of 
camphor is now in progress, and it 
promises to be a satisfactory one to the 
refiners and dealers in so far as the 
volume of business Is concerned, but 
competition between the domestic and 
the Japanese products. will probably 
play an important part, The Japanese 
are a progressive people, and they are 
known as the Yankees of the East. 
They succeeded in establishing a good 
trade in their camphor in this country 
under the tariffs of 1890 and 1894, but 
it has fallen off since the act of 1897 
was placed on the statute books, and 
they are not only anxious to recover 
the ground lost, but to increase the 
outlet for their product. The American 
refiners succeeded in having the duty 
increased to what practically amounts 
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to 100 per cent. over the duty levied 
in the act of 1894, on the basis of pres- 
ent prices, as they are naturally desir- 
ous of excluding the forelgn camphors 
as far as possible. They may be trust- 
ed to meet any prices quoted by their 
foreign rivals. Within the last few 
months the Japanese have been a little 
more agegergessive than they had been, 
and it is generally believed by those 
who are best acquainted with their 
characteristics that they intend to 
make good use of their control of the 
crude camphor of the world, to insure 
a market for their refined article. They 
tried to interfere with the distillation 
in Formosa almost as soon as they as- 
sumed control of the island, but they 
desisted when protests were entered, 
and will probably do nothing radical 
until the expiration of the treaty which 
exists between China and other na- 
tions, and which will expire, according 
to common report, in less than a year. 
When that time arrives we may expect 
them to take steps looking to a control 
of the situation. They monopolize 
opium in Formosa, through the me- 
dium of a government monopoly, and 
why not camphor? It would be easy 
to control the latter by reason of the 
fact that the land is not owned by 
private individuals. It would be pos- 
sible for them to place an export duty 
on all crude, which would seriously in- 
terfere with the established business of 
the German, English and American 
refiners, and place their own refined ar- 
ticle in a preferred position. They 
would run the risk in thus artificially 
raising the price of inviting increased 
competition from the substitutes, such 
as naphthaline, but it is safe to say 
that the price could be advanced con- 
siderably without seriously curtailing 
the consumption. 

The situation in crude is not such as 
to warrant the trade in looking for any 
change in the price of refined from that 
source for some time. The old syndi- 
cate is quiescent, having doubtless 
turned its attention to articles that 
promise a more profitable return than 
camphor, and refiners in Europe are 
buying the bulk of their supplies ‘to 
arrive.” It is the regular custom to 
purchase crude several months ahead, 
The market for refined in Europe has 
been disturbed by competition, but re- 
cent advices from Hamburg point to an 
early advance.

OUR FOREIGN TRADE. 


The official report of the imports and 
exports during the month of January 
has been issued by the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics at Washington, to which is added 
the total imports since the close of the 
last fiscal year which admits of com- 
parison with the corresponding seven 
months of the preceding year. The com- 
parison shows a decrease in the total 
imports of nearly $43,000,000, and an in- 
crease of $62,000,000 in the value of the 
exports, a difference in our favor of 
about $19,000,000. But in the lines of 
trade represented by the Reporter there 
is shown to have been a large increase 
in both imports and exports, and, ac- 
cepting the movement as a criterion, 
business in these lines may be regarded 


as having been more satisfactory, at 
least in so far as its volume is con- 
cerned.

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SARSAPARILLA IMPROVING. 

After a depression which has extend- 
ed a period of more than two 
years, it is believed that the improve- 
ment in Mexican Tampico sarsaparilla 
in the past two weeks is but the fore- 
runner of an era of still higher prices 
for some time to come. Shippers from 
Mexico, the commission houses here, 
and the dealers have not been pleased 
with the situation, especially the latter 
by reason of the fact that the 
market has persistently refused to re- 
spond to repeated efforts to advance 
the price by liberal purchases, in times 
past, at from 4%@5 cents, the design 
having been to corner the supply. All 
attempts to accomplish this have failed 
as there was little or no demand for 
round lots, owing to the general busi- 
ness depression of the past two years, 
and as soon as all of the large lots in 
sight were secured, some dealer would 
be sure to job at the lowest price for 
quantities, and thus prevent the holders 
of the supply from realizing on their 
investment. When the price was at its 
lowest large purchases were made in- 
dependent of the movements alluded to 
above, the intention having been to 
hold the goods until there was an im- 
provement in the situation, and now 
there every prospect that the pa- 
tience of the investor is to be rewarded.

The upward movement commenced 
with purchases here, which absorbed all 
of the spot stock in the hands of the 
commission importing houses. It was 
based on the general situation in all 
markets, which had been known to 
close observers for some time. If re- 
ports from Mexico are reliable, it ap- 
pears that there are only about 200 
bales in Tampico. This’‘is being held 
at 7 cents there. A bid of 6% cents de- 
livered im New York has been submit- 
ted to the owners, but declined by 
them. The reason why there is such a 
small quantity in Tampico is not far 
to seek. It is the old story of low 
prices for a long time, compelling the 
diggers to look for more profitable 
forms of employment, which they have 
been enabled to find. They began to 
tire of their low rate of compensation 
about a year ago, but the stocks in the

THE COURSE OF PATENT MED 
ICINE LEGISLATION. 

It is encouraging to the proprietors 
to note that legislation adverse to their 
vested interests is not meeting the suc- 
cess which its promoters In the several 
States evidently anticipated. A bill has 
lately gone down in the Boston Legisla- 
ture which would practically have re- 
stricted the manufacture of patents to 
pharmacists. There are other bills still 
pending there, but it does not appear 
probable that they will be passed this 
season, at least in a form which will 
make them especially harmful to pro- 
prietary interests. The Oliver poison 
bill in this State has been defeated by 
a majority so large as to indicate that 
this form of class legislation is not fa- 
vored by any extended public senti- 
ment. The energetic opposition to the 
bill by Assemblyman Stedman, who is 
a brother of an Albany wholesaler, and 
derives his knowledge of the dangerous 
character of the bill directly from those 
who are in a position to know of the 
influence which such a measure would 
exert upon trade interests at large had

Should South America ever again re- 
gain the position she once held in the 
supply of cinchona to Europe depends 
upon whether she will be able to grow 
the richest bark, and secure cheap tran- 
sit and labor. Some progress has been 
made in the first requirement, the 
cinchona plantations in Brazil having 
put into the ground close upon half a 
million Ledgeriana seedlings, and 20,000 
seedlings of hybrid cinchona. The 
plantations are under government su- 
pervision, and the imeediate intention 
of them is to provide an adequate sup- 
ply of quinine-yielding bark for home 
use, 


A dispatch from Pittsburg early in 
the week stated that another amalga- 
mation scheme was being nursed by the 
window glass workers. This time it is 
reported that the old organization, 
composed of blowers and gatherers, and 
the Flatteners’ Association are about 
to consolidate. The consummation of 
this plan would leave the cutters out in 
the cold.

It was alleged 
ihat S. H. Tyier & Son had imitated the 
label and the drug. Superior Judge 
Seawell refused the application for an 
injunction, saying: “It is well settled 
that a court of equity will not protect 
a trademark which contains misrepre- 
sentations, calculated to deceive the 
public, in reference to the ingredients 
of which the article to which the mark 
is affixed is composed. The labels of 
the plaintiffs contain in large capitals 
the words, ‘Lime-Juice Cartridge,’ and 
immediately below them the words, ‘A 
concentration of pure lime juice.’ There 
is also in the label the colored picture 
of a lime. A concentration of pure lime 
juice would be a reduction of lime juice 
by evaporation to a greater density or 
strength. It is conceded that the article 
sold by plaintiffs contains no lime juice 
whatever. I am of the opinion that the 
misrepresentation is of such a charac- 
ter as to deprive plaintiffs of any relief, 
even if otherwise entitled thereto.”

“Zulu 
Vulier,” a hair dye, is also spoken well 
of by the same paper. The names of 
most of the leading wholesale drug- 
gists of the country appear in the ad- 
vertisements, as carrying Per Algretta 
in stock, but McKesson & Robbins, and 
Lehn & Fink, of this city, whose names 
are included in the list, have no knowl- 
edge of the article in question. Other 
jobbers in different parts of the coun- 
try to whom we telegraphed concerning 
the preparation, reply that they are 
carrying small quantities on commis- 
sion, but it is not stated to have any 
considergble sale, and nothing is 
known concerning its merits or the 
standing of its proprietors. By reason 
of the previous action of the postal au- 
thorities in 1891, against the Salyx 
Company, the department has been ad- 
vised of this new venture, and an in- 
vestigation as to the character of “Per 
Algretta” is now in progress.

Imported Lard in Denmark. 


Jules Blom, United States Vice and 
Deputy Consul at Copenhagen, has sent 
to the State Department a translation 
of a bill referring to the sale of foreign 
lard in Denmark, recently brought into 
the Danish Diet. As it is likely to be- 
come law, it is of interest to American 
lard exporters: 

Sec. 1. Lard (including fat) and bacon 
imported from abroad for sale in the 
Kingdom, shall, before being exposed 
for sale in large or small quantities, be 
provided with labels or similar marks 
or indications which clearly prove that 
the goods came frum abroad and show 
the country of origin. 

Sec. 2. The same rule is applicable to 
every article of human food which is 
produced by transformation of, or 
manufacture or mixture with, foreign 
lard or bacon. 

Sec. 3. Fines from 25 to 2,000 kroner 
($6.70 to $536) are imposed for infringe- 
ment of this law; on repetitien of the 


offense, the fine can, under aggravat- 
ing circumstances, be increased to im- 
prisonment. 

No punishment, however, can be ap- 
plied to the person who proves that he 
has received the goods from a person 
living in the Kingdom when it can be 
believed that he was unaware of their 
origin. The person who, for consump- 
tion and sale in the Kingdom, has sold 
goods of the kind mentioned in sec- 
tions 1 and 2, and on which, or the 
labels or the cases, the origin was not 
stated at the time of the sale, in the 
manner indicated in section 1, shall 
(when the buyer at the time of pur- 
chase was not informed of the origin 
of the goods) be compelled to take the 
goods back and refund the money; 
and, also, if he is not, through the sale, 
liable to a fine according to the above- 
named provisions of the law, shall in- 
demnify the buyer for any proven loss, 
in accordance with the usual legal reg- 
ulations. 


Sec. 4. Inspection of the matters cov- 
ered by this law shall be made by the 
margarine inspectors, who shall have 
free access to every store, storage or 
factory where goods or preparations 
thereof, as mentioned in sections 1 and 
2, are exhibited for sale, stored or man- 
ufactured; and the inspectors shall 
have the right to take samples at rul- 
ing prices. 
In every store where goods mentioned 

sections 1 and 2 are exhibited for 
the Minister of Agriculture shall, 
according to rules hereafter to be pre- 
scribed, cause a notice, bearing letters 
three inches large, to be put up in a 
conspicuous place,

Unwarranted refusal to admit the in- 
spectors to the stores or goods and to 
deliver samples and omission to have . 
the above-named declaration exhibited, 
is punished with fines from 50 to 500 
kroner ($13.40 to $134). 


Sec. 5. Cases for punishment, in ac- 
cordance with this law, are dealt with 
by the police authorities; experts shall 
be summoned if the matter requires it, 
and always if the accused demands it. 

Civil disputes, in which claims are 
made in accordance with the terms of 
this law, are dealt with by the com- 
mercial court. 

Sec. 6. This law takes effect three 
months after being published in the 
Danish Law Journal,

“black pepsin” for increasing the yield 
of butter and and also ‘“‘com- 
pound extract of salyx”’ as a preserva- 
tive. After a thorough investigation 
by the Post Office Department at that 
time the company was denied the use 
of the United States mails. The same 
coneern is now advertising “Per Al- 
gretta,” claimed to be an egg preserva- 
tive, in the columns of the Money 
Maker, a small eight page monthly 
two dollar a year paper, published in 
New Concord, and judging from the 
character of the puffs which have ap- 
peared in the columns of the paper, pur- 
pose of which is to boom this prepara- 
tion, and “Terra Fusus,’’ a preserva- 
tive for fruits and vegetables. ‘Zulu 
Vulier,” a hair dye, is also spoken well 
of by the same paper. The names of 
most of the leading wholesale drug- 
gists of the country appear in the ad- 
vertisements, as carrying Per Algretta 
in stock, but McKesson & Robbins, and 
Lehn & Fink, of this city, whose names 
are included in the list, have no knowl- 
edge of the article in question. Other 
jobbers in different parts of the coun- 
try to whom we telegraphed concerning 
the preparation, reply that they are 
carrying small quantities on commis- 
sion, but it, is not stated to have any 
considergble sale, and nothing is 
known concerning its merits or the 
standing of its proprietors. By reason 
of the previous action of the postal au- 
thorities in 1891, against the Salyx 
Company, the department has been ad- 
vised of this new venture, and an in- 
vestigation as to the character of ‘Per 
Algretta” is now in progress.

Much 
reliance is placed in behalf of the de- 
fendant upon this statement; and if it 
means absolute priority, like that re- 
quired of an inventor in a patent under 
an absolute statute, it would stand 
squarely in the way of the plaintiff's 
right. But a trade mark rests on such 
use as makes it point out the origin of 
the plaintiff's goods, and not on inven- 
tion; and the use must begin early 
enough, and be separate enough, for 
that. Use by another before, at the same 
place, or near enough to start a simi- 
lar right, would prevent the user from 
showing such origin. The other user 
might be so far away, or so small, as 
to have no effect upon the use In ques- 
tion to prevent it from becoming a rep- 
resentation of origin.

Proposed Change in Drawback 
Regulations, 

Washington, April 1, 1898. 

The Ways and Means Commi(ltee has 
referred to the Treasury Department 
for report an important bill which has 
been introduced by Representative Olm- 
sted of Pennsylvania, providing for the 
amendment of section 30 of the tariff 
act of July 24, 1897. The section re- 
ferred to as amended by the bill reads 
as follows: 

“Sec. 30. That where imported mate- 
rials on which duties have been paid are 
used in the manufacture of articles 
manufactured or produced in the United 
States, there shall be allowed on the ex- 
portation of such articles a drawback 
equal in amount to the duties paid on 
the materials used, less one per centum 
of such ducies; Provided, that when tne 
articles exporced are made in part from

That the imported ma- 
terials used in the manufacture or pro- 
duction of articles entilied to drawback 
of customs duties when exported shall, 
in all cases where drawback of duties 
paid on such materials claimed, be 
identified, the quantity shall be ascer- 
tained, the facts of the manufaciure or 
production of such articles in the United 
States and their exportation therefrom 
shall be determined, and the drawback 
due thereon shall be paid to the manu- 
facturer, producer or exporter the 
agent of either, or to the person to 
whom such manufacturer, producer, ex- 
porter or agent shall, in writing, order 
such drawback paid), under such regu- 
lations as the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall prescribe; And provided further, 
thal in the case of metals produced in 
par( from foreign ores and in part from 
domestic the Secretary of the | 
Treasury may prescribe special regula- 
tions for the ascertainment of the 
amount of duty to be refunded on the 
foreign material used in the production 
of such metals.” 

The change in the law from the 
phraseology of the present stacute is in 
the final proviso, but the Treasury De- 
partment proposes another amendment 
by striking out the words “‘to the agent 
of either or to the person to whom 
such manufacturer, producer, exporter 
or agent shall in writing order such 
drawback paid,’’ which occur at the end 
of the section as the law now stands, 
If the Depariment’s amendments shall 
prevail the whole business of collecting 
drawbacks will have to be materially 
modified, and it is claimed great hard- 
ships will be suffered by exporters, es- 
pecially those doing business in interior 
cities Who must rely upon agents for the 
collection of all rebates. 

The proviso added by Mr. Olmsted has 
been urged upon the Department for 
several years. Its chief object Is to 
enable refiners and manufacturers to se- 
cure drawback upon shipments of lead, 
iron, ete., made in part or in whole from 
foreign ores. The Department has thus 
far refused to allow rebate on exported 
lead made in part from imported ores 
on the ground that no regulations could 
be prescribed which would enable the 
customs officials to determine the 
amount of jmported material in the ex- 
ported product.

The 
undoubtedly that Sumatra oil is mak- 
ing a larger percentage of increase 
than American oil; but this is obvious- 
ly due to the lower price of the local 
article, which is bought in spite of its 
inferior quality. 

It must also be taken into considera- 
tion that a most determined fight is 
being made against the Standard Oil 
Company, and that everything is done, 
officially and commercially, to hinder 
and annoy it. The Government would 
like to put a heavier tax on its oil, but 
hesitates for fear of raising prices and 
producing popular discontent. There is 
little doubt, however, that, should the 
present great increase in the output of 
Sumatra oil continue, and enough to 
supply the local market be produced, a 
high protective, if not actually prohibi- 
tive, tax will be imposed. At least, such 
is the general opinion here. The present 
tax is not unreasonable, being 10 cents 
per hectoliter (26.418 gallons) on foreign 
oils, besides an excise duty on both for- 
eign and Sumatra oils of 80 cents a hec- 
toliter. 

The end of this fight is hard to pre- 
dict; but it is commonly reported that 
the Standard Oil Company is doing 
business at a loss, whereas the Suma- 
tra oil companies are supposed to be 
making money, one of them having last 
year paid a dividend amounting to 100 
per cent. 

There is a successful refinery in Java, 
near Soerabaya, and it Is claimed that 
Borneo will prove to be a great oil coun- 
try.

many were unable even to obtain ad- 
mission. No wonder that some few 
daring spirits defied the Pecksniffian 


pomposity of the Board of Management 
and indulged in sundry “plesantries” 
as to official salaries and other items of 
a like insignificant and paltry charac- 
ter. 

Sir Charles Tennant presided with his 
accustomed geniality and adroitly se- 
cured the sympathies of his audience 
by stating that he was the largest 
shareholder, had never sold a_ single 
share, but had actually increased his 
holding since the inception of the com- 
pany. 

The the Mr. 


chairman of concern, 


John Brock, was not so fortunate. His 
was no pleasant task to “explain 
away” an unsatisfactory condition of 


affairs and reduced profits. The bulk 
of the blame he laid upon the United 
States Government for having subject- 
ed English chemicals not only to “pro- 
tective,’’ but in “prohibi- 
tive” tariffs, quoting various instances 
to enforce his point. He confessed that 
the Leblanc plant, particularly as re- 
gards soda ash, had now become ob- 
solete, which means that huge works 
purchased at fancy prices are value- 
less, a contingency which did not oc- 
cur to the promoters of this gigantic 
syndicate. He further intimated that 
whilst in his opinion, electrolytic pro- 
cesses had not yet been proved com- 
mercial successes (a statement that the 
Castner-Kellner Company will likely 
refute in public very soon by actual 
results) the United Alkali Company 
would probably adopt some similar sys- 
tem themselves ere long; and finally, as 
a parting fling at America, he an- 
nounced the determination of the di- 
rectors to build works in the enemy’s 
country and fight them on their own 
ground. 

But the end was not yet! 
was venturesome enough to criticise 
the balance sheet in a pertinent man- 
ner, and whilst acknowledging all the 
chairman said about the wickedness 
and selfishness of the United States 
Government, wanted to know why such 
firms as Brunner, Mond & Co. and Bow- 
man, Thompson & Co. had not been 
afiected in an equally adverse manner, 
and showing that though the United 
Alkali Company’s ordinary £10 shares 
were quoted at £1 15s, Brunner, Mond’s 
were about £40, and Bowman, Thomp- 
son’s £8 paid, standing at a premium 
over that figure. To Mr. West this sug- 
gested a question of bad management 
or unwise policy, and he wanted to 
know why old supporters in this coun- 
try, who had built up the chemical 
trade, were ruthlessly sacrificed for 
new connections abroad, thereby trans- 
forming friends into foes, only too 
ready to encourage outside competition. 

In reply to Mr. West's very able 
speech, Mr. Brock thoughtlessly re- 
flected upon the extent of the speaker’s 
stake in the company, and was prompt-

tradiction, but the trade generally

Jules Blom, United States Vice and 
Deputy Consul at Copenhagen, has sent 
to the State Department a translation 
of a bill referring to the sale of foreign 
lard in Denmark, recently brought into 
the Danish Diet.

($6.70 to $536) are imposed for infringe- 
ment of this law; on repetitien of the

offense, the fine can, under aggravat- 
ing circumstances, be increased to im- 
prisonment. 


No punishment, however, can be ap- 
plied to the person who proves that he 
has received the goods from a person 
living in the Kingdom when it can be 
believed that he was unaware of their 
origin. The person who, for consump- 
tion and sale in the Kingdom, has sold 
goods of the kind mentioned in sec- 
tions 1 and and on which, or the 
labels or the cases, the origin was not 
stated at the time of the sale, in the 
manner indicated in section 1, shall 
(when the buyer at the time of pur- 
chase was not informed of the origin 
of the goods) be compelled to take the 
goods back and refund the money; 
and, also, if he is not, through the sale, 
liable to a fine according to the above- 
named provisions of the law, shall in- 
demnify the buyer for any proven loss, 
in accordance With the usual legal reg- 
ulations. 


Sec. 4. Inspection of the matters cov- 
ered by this law shall be made by the 
margarine inspectors, who shall have 
free access to every store, storage or 
factory where goods or preparations 
thereof, as mentioned in sections 1 and 
2, are exhibited for sale, stored or man- 
ufactured; and the inspectors shall 
have the right to take samples at rul- 
ing prices. 


In every store where goods mentioned 
in sections 1 and 2 are exhibited for 
sale, the Minister of Agriculture shall, 
according to rules hereafter to be pre- 
scribed, cause a notice, bearing letters 
three inches large, to be put up in a 
conspicuous place. 


Unwarranted refusal to admit the in- 
spectors to the stores or goods and to 
deliver samples and omission to have 
the above-named declaration exhibited, 
is punished with fines from 50 to 500 
kroner ($13.40 to $134). 


Sec. 5. Cases for punishment, in ac- 
cordance with this law, are dealt with 
by the police authorities; experts shall 
be summoned if the matter requires it, 
and always if the accused demands it. 

Civil disputes, in which claims are 
made in accordance with the terms of 
this law, are dealt with by the com- 
mercial court. 


Sec. 6. This law takes effect three

Duty on Red Pigment, Act of 1894, 


John Knight & Co., of Philadelphia, 
imported a quantity of red pigment, 
and it was assessed for duty at 25 per 
cent. ad valorem as a color, under par- 
agraph 48 of the act of August, 1894. 
The importers contended that the pig- 
ment should be exempt from duty as 
an ocher, tinder paragraph 566. It was 
shown at the hearing that the article 
in question was imported to be used 
as a color and filler in the manufacture 
of tinted paper. The Board of U. 8. 
General Appraisers has found that the 
pigment was a hematite ore, and that 
it was not, in fact, am ocher. It was 
found to be a color, however, and the 
protest was overruled,

LINSEED OIL.—The demand has 
continued light and with State and 
Western offerings in some cases at 37c. 
city crushers have again marked lower 
their price and on Friday quoted 39c@ 
40c, for raw, as to quantity. Seed has 
been declining throughout the week, 
but this has not been instrumental in 
influencing the decline in oil so much 
as have the dull trade and the irregu- 
larities in out of town prices. The 
Western markets are relatively higher 
than this, 38@40c. being the nominal 
price at Chicago up to the close, al- 
though the inside figure could have 
been shaded on a firm offer. It is ru- 
mored here that the reduction by city 
crushers has a definite purpose, and 
that even with seed at around its pres- 
ent basis, oll will not be allowed to re- 
main at so low a price for any length 
of time. What warrant there may be 
for this rumor we do not know, but it 
is evident that the local crushers do 
not intend to allow anything more than 
a 2c. margin between their price and 
that of out of town makers. City Cal- 
cutta is quoted at 5de, 

COTTONSEED CRUDE.—The mar- 
ket was unusually dull up to the close 
of the week, when, under brisk trading 
in lard and its compounds, refiners here 
and at the West began picking up 
round lots of crude at Texas points 
and in the a *y at prices ranging 
from 144%@14% for the former, and 
15%@16e, for the latter. Receipts at 
this point have been unusually light, 
and buyers have in consequence been 
obliged to book their orders for arrival 
at 19%c. for a good quality, and at 18c. 
for off grades. There has been more 
inquiry for soap stock, and a fair busi- 
ness has been done at %@‘4c., accord- 
ing to quality. The sales reported com- 
prise 5 tanks Atlantic at 1l5c., 150 bar- 
rels spot at 19l¢c., 300 barrels do. at 
191%4c., 1,000 barrels in the Valley at 
154c., 10 tanks Texas at 144%@14% 
15 tanks Memphis at 15%c. and 1,500 
barrels soap stock at %@‘*c. 

REFINED.—The uninterrupted dull- 
ness has continued during the past 
week, and the market has felt (he full 
effect of the uncertainty caused in the 
markets generally by the political war 
situation. While some holders have 
shown an inclination to sell at current 
prices, this disposition has by no means 
been general, and the firmness and 
higher prices of lard toward the close 
of the week has certainly injected a 
firmer feeling into the market. There 
is no possibility of France taking up 
new blocks of oil for forward delivery 
until it is definitely known whether an 
increased duty will be placed by the 
Chamber of Deputies. This will have to 
be done before the 6th, as the Chamber 
adjourns on that day over the Easter 
holidays, and before they come to- 
gether again a new election will have 
occurred, A large business could 
be done for shipment from Southern 
ports, but as explained in our last no 
steamers are up for those ports, and 
none likely to be until this war scare 
is settled. Meanwhile those mills who 
have made sales abroad for early ship- 
ment find themselves placed in a posi- 
tion where they are obliged to pay ex- 
tra for the pleasure of doing direct ex- 
port business. The improvement in lard 
and compound has stimulated buying 
on the part of Western packers who 
have taken up considerable stock of 
crude, and are negotiating for several

The market during the past week has 
been somewhat steadier in tone on the 
refined product, but without any active 
trading. The situation between this 
country and Spain is extremely critical, 
and more or less restricts business, ex 
cept on the Stock Exchange, where 
fluctuations have been violent. A few 
tanks of prime crude have been sold at 
lic. loose f. o. b. Atlantic State mills, 
but offerings have been light, and the 
smaller mills are closing down, some for 
the balance of the season. Lard has 
advanced to 5.15c. in Chicago for May 
options, but closed last night at 5.07 Yor. 
Tallow is easy at 39-l6c. Receipts of 
cotton oil at this port for the week, in- 
cluding through shipments for export, 
are 2,892 bbls.

CEYLON.—Trading has been rather 
light the past week, buyers apparently 
holding aloof until the war clouds 
clear off. Small sales are being made 
on the spot at 4%,@5c., as to quantity 
and seller. The coast market has been 
marked up in sympathy with  plum- 
bago to see if oil consumers would pay 
the price demanded, 5 3-16@5\%4c. for 
April-June shipments. Dealers here, 
however, are offering to sell the same 


shipments at 5c., and from = steamer 
now on way at 4.S85c, 
COCHIN.—The war scare appat 


ently has struck this market, as a 
buyer has not been seen or heard from 
during the past week. Prices are easier 
all around at 6%c. for spol and 57.@6c. 
for arrival from vessel on way. Ship- 
ments are quoted at 5%@5%c., as to 
quantity and seller. 

CORN.—There is not enough trad- 
ing going on to establish a price. There 
is some talk of the mills advancing 
prices in the near future after they 
have sold all they can for export on 
through bills of lading. Prices are 
nominal at 3c. for car lots, and for job- 
bing parcels a higher price is named. 

OLIVE.—Trading either in spot or 
parcels on way has been light during 
the past week. Prices, however, re- 
main fairly steady at 55@56c. for a 
choice yellow, at which a few small 
sales have been made. Considerable 
business has been done in olive foots 
for forward delivery at easier prices. 
Two hundred barrels per month = for 
April-July for Philadelphia are reported 
at 4%c. For an extra choice quality on 
the spot 4%c. is asked, and for arrival 
456c. 

PALM.—The recent arrival at Boston 
has all been taken over, and that mar- 
ket at the moment is about bare of 
stocks. About 250 tons of prime red 
oil was taken at 44%@4\c., according to 
quality. Ten tons of prime Lagos was 
sold for arrival at this port at 44c. for 
small parcels; 4% @b5c. is generally quot- 
ed, as to seller and size of the order, 

RAPE.—Only a small jobbing = de- 
mand is reported, either for spot or 
nearby parcels. Prices remain steady 
at 60@6l1c. for a choice, and 55@57c. for 
an ordinary grade. 

Animal and Fish Oils, 

COD.—Supplies in first hands are still 
very light and quotations from St. 
Johns come higher, making the lay 
down cost here about 40c. and this is 
the price now asked, although lots pur- 
chased some time ago are still to be 
secured from second hands at 38c., but 
the demand is very light. Domestic is 
firm at 33@2ic., with little offering 
from the East. 

DEGRAS.—Dealers report no im- 
provement in the demand and al- 
though supplies are offered at 2@2%c.

lish, which is claimed to barely cover 
cost of importation, buyers are scarce. 

LARD.—The lower range of the crude 
material early in the week caused a 
weakér feeling in the oil, but quota- 
tions were not changed, and when 
later lard again went above 5bc. the 
market for oil strengthened, being firm 
at 43@45c. for prime, as to quantity 
and make.

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The Principles of Saponification. 
BY F. CAISSIAL. 


Chevreul was the first to explain the 
phenomenon of saponification. This 
savant discovered in 1812 that Natural 
fats are mixtures of which oleine, mar- 
garine and stearine are essential con- 
stituents. These neutral fatty bodies 
are decomposed by alkalis or metallic 
oxides, glycerine being set free, and a 
soap being formed, which is soluble if 
the base is an alkali, but insoluble if 
it is an alkaline earth or the oxide of 
a heavy metal. This is the change 
which is known as sapontification, and 
the term is applied even when steam or 
sulphuric acid is used in place of an 
alkali or metallic oxide. 

By soaps, then, are meant salts of 
fatty acids, and especially the products 
made by the action of caustic alkali on 
oils or other natural fats, and which 
are either soda (hard) or potash (soft) 
soaps. The glycerine is removed from 
the former, but remains incorporated 
with the latter. ’ 
“Glycerine is a neutral body which 
plays the same part in-fats that al- 
cohols do in compound ethers, and it is 
a triatomic alcohol with a formula 
C,H,(HO);. Thus Berthelot, who com- 
pleted the researches of Chevreul, has 
shown that stearine is a tristearate of

glyceryl, and that it can be represented 
by the formula C,H,(OC,,H;,;O)3. 
Hence, its conversion into sodium 
stearate by caustic soda is, according to 


the equation, C,H,(OC,,H,;,0, = 3, 
NaHO = C;H;(HO); + 8C,,H;,00 Na. 


Oleine and margarine are analogous in 
their constitution to stearine, and give 
similar reactions. 

Saponification is usually effected with 
the aid of heat by boiling the fatty 
matters with caustic lyes in large ket- 
tles. This is known as the big-kettle 
process, as distinct from the litle-kettle 
which is carried out either in 
the cold or by empatage. These two 
methods can be employed in what is 
known as instantaneous saponification, 
and there are also saponification under 
pressure and saponification by emul- 
sion, which present great advantages, 
and which we propose to describe. 

Instantaneous Saponification. — The 
two commonest types of this process 
are the method of Riviere and that of 
Courtonne. The former consists in put- 
ting the fat and the lye into a closed 
boiler and subjecting them there to the 
action of steam at a pressure of four or 
five atmospheres. This gives a neutral 
soap at once without boiling, and noth- 
ing further is necessary but to precipi- 
tate the soap with salt in the usual way 
and to put it into molds. Courtonne ob- 
tains great rapidity by combining the 
employment of the above method with

process, 


the use of certain reagents, which he 
afterward recovers for use again. The 
reagents he prefers are ethylic and 


methylic alcohol. A mixture of fat, al- 
cohol and lye is heated up by a steam- 
coil, and by the time the temperature 
has reached 75-80 degrees C., which it 
does in a few minutes, the saponifica- 
tion is complete. During the subse- 
quent boiling with the alkaline or al- 
kali-saline lye the alcohol is volatized 
and recovered by condensation. The 
advantages of the process are its rapid- 
ity and the dispensing with empatage. 
This is true, whether it is employed for 
big-kettle soaps or little-kettle soaps. 
For transparent soaps, which, as is well 
known, are made by dissolving shred- 
ded dry soap in alcohol, which is then 
driven off by heat, or by dissolving the 
soap in glycerine by the aid of heat, 
M. Courtonne proposes the following 
method: The soap having been  pre- 
pared by means of a perfectly clear lye, 
it is dissolved in alcohol, and after any 
mechanical impurities have been al- 
lowed to settle, the alcohol is driven 
off. The soap remaining behind sets on 
cooling.

steam. M. Spinelli, who has patented a 
process for saponifying under pressure, 
describes his process thusly: 

Into a closed vessel, capable of con- 
taining 2,000 gallons, are introduced 600 
gallons of oil, etc., and 600 gallons of 
caustic soda of 30 degrees B. Heating 
with superheated steam at five atmos- 
pheres is kept up for four hours, and 
the lye is then withdrawn, and 
placed by a fresh lot of 600 gallons at 30 
degrees B. for the coction. For this 
another four hours at five atmospheres 
the lye is 


re- 


are requisite, Then drawn 
off, and the soap is transferred for 
liquidation into another vessel. Here 
20 per cent, of waiter is gradually added 
to the soap, and it is boiled till the grain 
is open. The excess of alkali having 
been removed in this way, the soap is 
allowed to set in the usual way. 

Another way is Lombard’s, which dif- 
fers from the above in some of the de- 
tails. The soda lye used has a strength 
of 21 degrees B., and just what is 
strictly necessary for empatage is put 
with the fat into a boiler. When heat- 
ing by a steam coil has proceeded until 
the pressure is 1 kg., steam is admitted 
into the boiler until the pressure is 344 
kg. An hour and a half after the in- 
troduction of the steam the saponifica- 
tion is finished. The precipitation is 
effected by brine, and the liquidation 
is done in an open vesel as usual. 

These methods have been said to give 
inferior soaps, but experience has 
shown the contrary, and they effect 
much saving of time, fuel and labor. 

Saponification by Emulsion.—This 
consists in emulsifying the fats, es- 
pecially solid ones, by agitating them 
with soapy water at a temperature not 
below the melting point of the fat.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 





Saturday Noon, April 2, 1898. 

Following the destructive gales which 
wrought havoc with the derricks in the 
petroleum producing regions of Penn- 
sylvania, came destruclive floods, 
which have done equally as much dam- 
age in the vicinity of the rivers which 
have overflowed their banks, inundating 
many wells and causing suspension of 
operations over a considerable extent of 
territory. Although the damage done 
has been serious and widespread the 
production has kept up remarkably 
well, the average during the past two 
weeks exceeding 85,000 bbls. per day. 
Reports from various sections show 
that there has been increased activity 
among the producers and as results of 
recent ventures have, in most cases, 
been satisfactory, field work will 
doubtless be pushed with vigor as the 
weather becomes more setttled. Wells 
brought in during the past ten days 
give encouragement to the belief that 
a new pool has been discovered, while 
same fair extensions of productive ter- 
ritory have been established and it is 
probable that the production of Penn- 
sylvania oil has been undergoing rad- 
ical change, the runs, according to the 
daily pipe line returns, showing an ex- 
cess of about 5,000 bbls. per day over 
the deliveries. On the exchanges there 
has been less interest shown and the 
transactions at Oil City have been com- 
paratively light, while on the local ex- 


change no business has been reported. 
Refined and Products. 
There has been very little demand 


for refined in barrels for export, but 
the requirements of the tank vessels ar- 
riving has brought the total engage- 
ments about up to the average, reach- 
ing about 200,000 bbls. Reports from 
the United Kingdom and Continental 
markets indicate a healthy condition 
of the business, with stocks about nor- 
mal. The price for barreled oil has 
been steady at 5.75c. for New York 
loading, and at 5.70c. for Philadelphia 
loading. The principal foreign narkets 
are steady. Quotations to-day by cable 
were: Antwerp, 155¢f.; Bremen, 5.30m.; 
London, 4%d. and Liverpool, 44%2@45d. 
Freight rates were steady at Is. 94.@ 
2s., hence to London, and 1s. 9d.@3s. to 
Continental ports, as to port and ves- 
sel. Home trade lots have been in fair 
request and are steady on the basis of 
6c. for 150 degree water white from 
tanks and 9c. for barrels. 

Cases for export have been in light 
request and sales of about 150,000 are 
reported. The price of plain tops has 
been steady at 6.40c. Freight rates are 
firm. The nominal rates for large ves-

Alkaloidal Constituents of Casea- 


rilla Bark.

This paper is intended to be a reply 
“Blue List” issued by the British Phar- 
maceutical Conference. The question 
| is: “A re-examination of cascarilla bark 
| is desirable, and particularly with refer- 
ence to the observation that it contains 
an alkaloid closely allied to choline.” 
This particular reference to choline is 
to be found in a paper by Dr. Boehm, 
an abstract of which appears in the 
“Year Book of Pharmacy,” 1886, page 
168. 

Fourteen pounds of bark reduced to 
No. 40 powder were exhausted by perco- 
lation with chloroform water contain- 
ing 3 per cent. of oxalic acid. The per- 
colate was made faintly alkaline by am- 
monia evaporated at a low temperature 
to one-fifth of its volume, allowed to 
become cold, and filtered from the crys- 
tallized magma which had separated 
out. The filtrate was precipitated by 
an excess of lead acetate and the pre- 
cipitate collected on a calico filter and 
well washed. After removal of the ex- 
cess of lead by the addition of sulphuric 
acid the clear liquor from the lead sul-

That its 
chloride is practically insoluble in alco- 
hol and melts with intumescence on 
heating, and that its platinum salt 
yields a mean of 30.16 per cent. of plati- 
num, prove beyond a doubt that the 
base in question is not choline, but be- 
taine.

When air-dried it 
was soluble in alcohol and crystallized 
from hot water in prismatic plates. This 
alkaloidal substance was also obtained 
from the impure cascarillin yielded by 
Alessandri’s process. The existence of 
a base in cascarilla bark other than one 
allied to choline has been a debatable 
point, but may now be accepted as a 
faet.

Here let me mention another simple 
test, well understood by practical var- 
nish makers, and in daily use in almost 
every melting room where boiled oils, 
rapid drying varnishes and japans are 
made, which furnishes another illus- 
tration of the principles of capillary 
forces as herein set forth. It is a cru- 
cial test of far-reaching significance 
and its reliability is such that in any 
up-to-date factory it is safe to say not 
a single gallon of japan is turned out 


without its application as the most cer- 
tain criterion to follow, It is well known 
to all who have had any experience in 
the intense oxidizing of linseed oil in an

At the last stage of the process, and 
when the oil has been heated with or 
without gums, to a pt nsistency 
for a certain length of time, the oper- 


ator dips an iron rod into the hot mass 
of japan, and then quickly removing it 
before it can solidify, he pours a few 
drops of the hot liquefied preparation 
on a piece of glass that has been pre- 
viously dipped in cold water. 

If the japan has been given proper 
treatment a drop will begin to solidify 
on reaching the surface of the glass, 
becoming sufficiently plastic to be rolled 
into pills by slight pressure between 
the fingers. The pill thus formed should 
become very hard in cooling, and if 
found not to be hard enough, the oper- 
ator brings the preparation over the fire 
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again for further “cooking” until the 
desired hardness is obtained. 

Finally I shall describe 
new mechanical test for vegetable oils, 
the reliability of which can be readily 
verified by even the least experienced 
observer and without any knowledge 
whatever of chemical science or applied 
chemistry.

In laboratory work the writer has 
had frequent occasion to observe the 
peculiar behavior of vegetable oils in 
the course of chemical investigations 
involving acid tests, point of saponifica- 
tion, iodine number and _ viscosimetric 
valuation. Like many other chemists, 
he has endeavored, but in vain,to stand- 
ardize vegetable oils, such as linseed, 
cotton seed, rape seed and poppy, from 
the practical standpoint of their work- 
ing properties, and in comparison with 
other oils. In laboratory tests it often 
happens that one’s attention is arrested 
by apparently insignificant 
passing circumstance. Closer observa- 
tion and thus it frequently 
comes that one single characteristic, re- 
vealed in this manner, the way 
in which the limits of practical science 
are further extended, It will not fail to 
interest practical workers to learn that 
in this way the writer has found an al-

most instantaneous method of distin- 
guishing between say, any three un- 
labelled samples submitted of cotton 
seed, linseed and corn oil, and this 
without the use of any instrument, 
chemical apparatus or reagent. 

This practical test is worth trial. Any 
one can do it and afterward call him- 
self an expert in this particular. As 
has already been stated, the test has 
nothing but close observation for its 


basis, and, paradoxical as it may seem, 
it is not by observation of the mass of 
the oil itself while within the bottle, 
but of the bottle when emptied of its 
contents, that the mystery of what th:

Having | 
the three filled bottles before you, in- | 
vert each one, that is, simply turn it 
upside down, and allow the contents of 


each bottle to tlow into three glasses or 
underneath. While the oil 
flowing out, the contents of each bottle 
are replaced by atmospheric air, which 
impels its passage through the mass of 
the oil into the bottle until the air has 
completely replaced the oil, Let us now 
examine each bottie so emptied of oil, 
and will that vial No. 1, in 
which there was cottonseed oil, now ap- 
pears absolutely empty, but for 
coating of oil which covers the 
wall or glass surface of the bottle. Vial 
No, 2, that contained linseed oil, will 
show, up to about one-third its height, 
an accumulation of air bubbles, lim- 
ited by films, of hexagonal form, that 
will shortly break and disappear; while 
vial No. 3, or the corn oil vial, shows 
a voluminous accumulation of air bub- 
bles filling the bottle from top to bot- 
tom and remaining there without 
burst or sign of speedy disappearance.

; I read with some interest the note 
on gum-kino in the Chemist and Drug- 
gist of Feb. 26. It is a little curious 
| that your contributor should not wish 
| his name divulged, because what he 
| tells us I have long known to be cor- 
| rect—namely, that the present cost of 
| this drug is fictitious. He adds signifi- 


cantly “‘that were inquiries made in the 
right direction there should not be much 
difficulty in obtaining a fair supply.” 
Any reasonable quantity of gum-kino 
could be procured but for one of the 
most successful of corners that hes 
been in operation many years. 

The principal ports from which gum- 
kino is usually shipped are Alleppi and 
Calicut, and at these ports and at oth- 
ers, such as Tellicherry and Cochin, are 
settled some three or four old European 


firms who control the export trade. One 
or more of these firms have succeeded 
in getting into their hands the whole 
of the arrivals of gum-kino from up- 


country districts, with the result now so 
well known in the London drug market.

The Metric System. 


Washington, April 1, 1898. 

The House Committee on Coinage, 
Weights and Measures yesterday au- 
thorized Chairman Stone 'to make a fa- 
vorable report upon the Hurley bill to 
fix the standard of weights and meas- 
ures of the United States by the adop- 
tion of the metric system. The bill, as 
originally introduced, has been slightly 
modified, and now reads as follows: 

“Be it enacted, ete., That from and 
after the Ist day of July, 1900, all the 
departments of the Government of the 
United States in the transaction of all 
business requiring the use of weight and 
measurement, except in completing the 
survey of public lands, shall employ and 
use only the weights and measures of 
the metric system, and from said first 
day of July, 1900, the metric system of 
weights and measures shall be the legal 
standard of weights and measures rec- 
ognized in the United States." 

Chairman Stone will draw the report 
of the committee, in which he will urge 
the importance of the early pasasge of 
the bill in order to facilitate our for- 
eign trade as well as to simplify the 
many inconsistent systems of weights 


and measures in vogue tn the different | 
states. The reporting of the bill has | 


greatly encouraged the advocates of the 
measure In the House, and the attempt 
will be made to secure its early consid- 
eration and passage. The American 
Metrological Society, which will hold its

This circumstance would | 
seem to imply that the available sup- 
ply of oil is regarded as ample for the | 
season's needs. And with a falling | 
seed market and a decided anxiety in 
some quarters to sell oil, It is not alto- 
gether easy to take an optimistic view 
of the outlook. Moreover, it is evident 
that the general disturbance of busi- 
ness attending the uncertainty as to 
the nation’s foreign relations is mak- 
ing itself felt In linseed oil, as in most 
other manufacturing industries. How

Many around the chemical trade are 
trying to solve this problem, which some 
one has thrown out: “What is the dif- 
ference between a Cleveland panic and 
a McKinley boom?” Caustic 
fair request and prices generally are 
steadier all around. Nitrate of soda on 
the spot is higher with prospects of a 
boom before the next vessel arrives. 
Brimstone is firmer, with tendency to 
a higher range of values. Arsenic is in 
good request and prices for spot goods 
are up a point or so. Sal soda, domes- 
tic, is easier, and the same may be said 
of Glauber’s salt. Acids of all descrip- 
tions are in fair request and prices as a 
whole are generally well sustained. In 
their letter under date Liverpool, March 
23, Messrs. J. P. Brunner & Co. say: 
“The continued unsettled position of 
foreign politics is unfavorable to trade 
and markets all round lack animation, 
although as regartis chemicals quota- 
tions keep very steady. Soda ash is 
firm, and although there is no large 
business reported, makers seem well 
sold, and in some cases are refusing or- 
ders for prompt delivery. We quote spot 
range for tlerces, as to market, as fol- 
lows: Leblanc ash, 48 per cent., £4 10s 
@4 15s per ton net cash; 58 per cent.,
